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News of Interest to All 


California’s. consolation prize for 
mineral production in 1926 has been 
awarded to Sutter county. First prize 
goes to Los Angeles because of its 
many flowing oil wells which helped 
-build’ up a total mineral production 
figure of $194,358,926. The State’s 
total was $450,330,856. Alpine and 
Kings counties kept company pretty 
much with Sutter in. the smallness of 
mineral production totals, for, while 
Sutter’s was $450 and Kings $720. 


The division of motor vehicles a few 
days ago estimated that approxi- 
mately 135,000 persons were fined, 
jailed or othewise punished in Cali- 
fornia during 1927, for violations of 
the motor vehicle act. Actual ab- 
stracts of violations forwarded to the 
division by the various courts of the 
state, in compliance with the law, 
number 85,145. Division officials esti- 
mated there were at least 50,000 more 
violations of which the state has no 
record, due to the failure of judges to 
report. 

California peace officers during 1927 
called upon Governor Young to extra- 
dite 185 fugitives from other states, 
the Governor announced last week. 
At the same time the chief executive 
was asked to order 207 fugitives re- 
turned to other states, but of these re- 
quests only 173 were granted. Los 
Angeles with eighty extradition re- 
quests and San Francisco with twenty- 
four lead all the counties of the state 
in seeking fugitives in other districts, 


A survey of the operations of the 
State Veterans’ Welfare Board to de- 
termine whether real estate men have 
been discriminated against in the 
purchase of homes and farms for Cali- 
fornia former service men, is being 
made by a committee of the Sacra- 
mento Real Estate Board, it became 
known last week. F. B. Michel, presi- 
dent of the Sacramento board, an- 
nounced that a special committee is 
now studying the workings of the 
State agency and is expected to pre- 
sent a report in the near future. And 
this news was met by a statement 
from George M. Stout, secretary of the 
Veteran’s Welfare Board, to the effect 
that the State is buying homes to aid 
the former service men of California 
and not the real essate men. 


California county probation officers 
have been requested to co-operate with 
Mrs. Anna L. Saylor, state director of 
social welfare, in an attempt to stan- 
dardize probation work. Recontly 
Mrs. Saylor held a conference at Sac- 
ramento with leading probation offi- 
cers of the North, and a similar meet- 
ing with officers of southern counties 
soon will be held in Los Angeles. 


Mrs. Saylor declared that the proba- 
tion officers generally favor a stan- 
dardized system for all the counties 
and are anxious to assist in the forma- 
tion of a program that would work to 
the benefit of the officers. 


Based on the returns from the 
three-cent gasoline tax the last quar- 
ter of 1927, the State Board of Equal- 
ization estimatés that California’s 
road income from this source for 1928 
will amount to $32,000,000, of which 
approximately $10,600,000 will go for 
new construction on state highways 
and $21,400,000 will be used for main- 
tenance and repairs of existing state 
and county roads. A statement to this 
effect was issued by the board at Sac- 
ramento last week. ' 


State Forester M. B. Pratt a few 
days ago announced that 25,000 2-year- 
old seedlings of assorted species have 
been given to the state board of fores- 
try by the Eddy Tree Breeaing Station 
of Placerville for experimental pur- 
poses. All but 9,800 of the seedlings 
are to be assigned to interested indi- 
viduals in various localities of the 
state to determine the proclivities of 
the trees in various climates. The re- 
mainder will be placed in the state 
nursery at Davis. Most of the trees 
consist of western yellow pine, Rocky 
- Mountain yellow pine, Douglas fir and 
redwood But there also are some un- 
pine, eastern white pine and Japanese 
larch. 


Stockton’s. $6,000,000 deeper-water 
project, the construction stage of 
which will begin this year, will pro- 
vide California with the finest and 
safest inland waterway for ocean- 
going ships in the United States, and 
be of great aid to-inland development, 
according to information given Stock- 
ton Chamber of Commerce committees 
and civic bodies by City Manager 
Charles E. Ashburner. During the first 
year’s work on the project, a total of 
$1,239,000 will be expended jointly by 

‘the Federal government, the State of 
California and the city of Stockton. 
The government appropriation calls 
for $420,000, while the city will spend 
$400,000. The remainder will be sup- 
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plied from the $419, 000 ‘rights- of-w way 
appropriation of the State of Califor- 
nia. 


California has risen from thirty- 
second to twenty-first place in voting 
percentage of its registration since 
1924, the California Development Asso- 
ciation reported at a meeting of re- 
gional vice-presidents at San Fran- 
cisco. The report was submitted with 
a resolution to continue the plan in- 
augurated in that year of rewarding 
the community showing the greatest 
strength at the polls each year in pro- 
portion to its registration. The work 
ts carried on through the better citi- 
zenship» committee which, this year, 
will have Attorney Albert A. Rosen- 
shine of San Francisco at its head. 

Further re-organization of the State 
Department of Education, establishing 
a director of education with authority 
to deputize a qualified educator for 
administration of the State Teachers’ 
Colleges and special schools, was ad- 
vocated last week by William John 
Cooper, State Superintendent of Public 
Instructions. In the dual capacity of 
State superintendent and educational] 
director, Cooper has been obliged to 
handle all educational affairs. 


Announcement that a comprehensive 
state engineering survey” is being 
made of all contemplated grade prepa- 
rations and highway bridges, with a 
view to construction operations, was 
made last week by Bert B. Meek, 
State Director of Public Works. Con- 
sultations are planned with the offi- 
cialis of interested railroad companies, 
Meek said, in an-effort to determine 
policies affecting participation in 
grade separation costs. 


Creation of a State mineral advisory 
board, modeled somewhat after the 
fashion of the highway commisson, to 
represent the mining industry in State 
affairs and assist generally in stimu- 
lation of the industry, is advocated by 
Fred G. Stevenot, State director of 
natural resources. The proposal has 
been presented to Governor C. C. 
Young by Stevenot, whose department 
includes the State Division of Mines 
and Mining. 

A. P. Giannini was warmly com- 
mended at the Governor’s cabinet meet- 
ing last week, held in Sacramento, for 
his gift to the-University of California 
for establishment of an agricultural 
economics foundation. Coming from 
one of the country’s leading financi- 
ers,” declared State Agricultural Di- 
rector George H. Hecke, “no better 
illustration is needed to indicate that 
finance in general, and Mr. Giannini 
in particular, are sympathetically de- 
sirous of helping agriculture.” 


The State forest tree plantations, 
organized in connection with the pro- 
gram for the reforesting of cut over 
timber lands in California, now 
amount to 53,377 acres, according to a 
report filed recently with Fred G. 
Stevenot, director of the State depart- 
ment of natural resources, by State 
Forester M. B. Pratt. This is but the 
nucleus of a great system of such 
plantations, the report declared. 


Stockton was the unanimous choice 
last week of the committee as the 1928 
convention city of the United Portu- 
guese Lodge of California. Frank 
Roderick of Oakland, supreme presi- 
dent of the order, said that plans were 
being made to entertain 4,000 dele- 
gates during the convention, October 
7 to 18, inclusive. The order has 
50,000 members in the state. 


A building report for 1927, issued by 
S. W. Straus & Company, shows that 
California is still firmly anchored in 
third position among her sister states 
for the volume of new construction 
undertaken during the year. The 
golden state, with a total valuation of 
$327,207,643 for 1927, was surpassed 
only by New York and Illinois and 
held a substantial majority over her 
nearest rival, which was Michigan. 
Los Angeles was the fourth heaviest 
building city in the nation and San 
Francisco ranked ninth. 


A $4,000,000 steam generating plant 
of 53,000 kilowatt capacity will be 
built on a forty-acre site in India 
Basin by the Great Western Power 
Company, it was announced last week 
by A. Emory Wishon, general mana- 
ger. The new plant wiil be the first 
unit of a development to provide hun- 
dreds of thousands of horse power to 
the bay district and the twenty-six 
Central California counties reached 
by the interconnected systems of the 
Great Western Power Company, the 
San Joaquin Light and Power Com- 
pany and the Midland Counties. 

C. H. Purchell, district engineer of 
the United States Bureau of Public 
Roads, with headquarters in Pertland, 
last week was appointed State high- 
way engineer, the most important 
State position remaining in the gift of 
Governor C. C. Young. This an- 
nouncement by Bert B. Meek, director 
of the State Department of Public 
Works, means that: ousting of Robert 
M. Morton, State highway engineer of 
the Richardson administration.

The Council of the City of Menlo 
Park do ordain as follows: 


Section 1. It shall be unlawful for 
any person to commence, carry on 
or engage in, within the limits of the 


City of Menlo Park, any _ business 
upon which a license tax is imposed 
by the terms and provisions of this 
ordinance, without first paying such 
license tax and procuring a license as 
hereinafter provided. 

Section 2. A license granted under 
the provisions of this ordinance is 
not assignable and may at any time 
for cause be revoked or suspended by | 
the City Council. During such time | 
as it is in full force and effect, it} 
authorizes the person to whom it is| 
issued to conduct, carry on and en- 
gage. in the business designated in) 
said license at the location specified 
therein. 

Section 3. A separate license shall 
be required for each business herein | 
designated, provided however, that 
where two or more businesses or| 
classifications of those upon which a 
license tax is herein imposed are all 
of such kind as are commonly com-} 
bined and carried on as one business 
enterprise, and are in fact so carried 
on and conducted undér one and the} 
same name by one and the same per- 
son and management, at any one loca- 
tion so as not to constitute more than 
one business, the license tax 
for said businesses or classifications 
so combined shall be the tax imposed 
on that one of the said businesses or 
Classifications which is most heavily 
taxed hereunder, except as herein 
ctherwise provided. 

Section 4. The license tax herein 
provided shall constitute a debt due 
to the City of Menlo Park and against 
any person liable to pay said tax, and 
without demand shall be due and pay- 
able in advance in legal tender to the 
Chief of Police of said City. The 
quarterly license tax shall be due and 
payable on the first business day of 
January, April, July and October of 
each year; provided, however, that for 
for the period of time commencing 
with the day and date of final passage 
and adoption of this ordinance and 
continuing to and including the day 
next preceding the first business day 
of April, 1928, there shall be paid a 
license tax equal in amount to the 
quarterly license tax herein specified, 
and said tax for said period shall be 
due and payable immediately upon the 
final passage and adoption of this 
ordinance. Any person taking ‘out a 
license under the provisions of this 
ordinance after the beginning of any 
quarter for any business actually 
commenced after the beginning of 
said quarter, shall pay only a pro rata 
amount of the sum fixed for said li- 
cense for the unexpired portion of 
said quarter. The weekly license here- 
in provided may be issued for any 
calendar week, and the daily license 
may be issued at any time and for any 
number of days. If any license tax 
shall remain tnpaid for ten (10) days 
after the same has Become due and 
payable hereunder, then and in that 
event a penalty of ten per cent 
(10%) of the ame@unt thereof shall 
be added thereto. 

Section 5. Every person having a 
license under the provisions of this 
ordinance and carrying on any busi- 
ness at a fixed place of business shall 
keep said license while ineforce con- 
spicuously posted and exhibited at 
said place of business. Every person 
having such a license and not having 
a fixed place of business shall, carry 
said license with him at all times 
while engaging in the business for 
which the same was issued, and shall 
exhibit the same to any police officer 
of the city upon request. Every ve- 
hicle upon which a license tax is im- 
posed under the provisions of this or- 
dinance, and every vehicle used in 
any business upon which a licerise 
tax is imposed under the provisions 
of this ordinance, shall bear a metal 
ticket, properly marked and number- 
ed, which shall be attached to said 
vehicle on the right-hand side there- 
of in such manner that it can be 
plainly seen and distinguished, wheth- 
er said vehicle is in motion or not. 
Said ticket shall be furnished by the 
city clerk without additional cost to 
the licensee and shall be removed 
from the vehicle by the licensee upon 
the expiration of said license.
